CONTROVERSIAL 
fracking operations could 
be on the cards for 
Dorset after scientists re¬ 
vealed that Weymouth is 
sat on oil-bearing shale 
reserves almost as big as 
those remaining under 
the North Sea. 

News of the potential 
oil bonanza was revealed 
by scientists from the 
British Geological Sur¬ 
vey who said the shale 
discovery stretched from 
Weymouth in the south¬ 
west to the Weald in the 
southeast. 

Fracking typically 
mixes water with sand 
and chemicals which are 
then injected at high 
pressure into a wellbore 
to create small fractures 
along which gas, petro¬ 
leum and other fluids 
may migrate to the well, 
but opponents claim 
fracking poses huge en¬ 
vironmental risks. 

The scientists stress 
that their findings will 
have to be confirmed 
through test drilling 
using the fracking tech¬ 
nique that critics claim 
could seriously damage 
landscapes and wildlife. 

The Department of En¬ 
ergy and Climate Change 
commissioned their re¬ 
port as a counterpart to 
the survey that uncov¬ 
ered shale formations

under northwest England 
big enough to meet 
Britain’s gas needs for 40 
years. 

Some oil companies are 
already planning 

preparatory drilling in 
the shale field but legal 
objections against ex¬ 
ploratory wells are also 
being prepared. 

Imperial College Lon¬ 
don professor of petro¬ 
leum geosciences 
Alastair Fraser told a re¬ 
cent Shale UK confer¬ 
ence that rocks lying 
under southern Britain 
were likely to contain 
“significant quantities of 
oil”. 

He added: “If we ex¬ 
tract this oil it will help to 
fill the gap left by declin¬ 
ing production in the 
North Sea. It will create 
jobs, energy security and 
a better balance of pay¬ 
ments.” 

Weymouth and Port¬ 
land environment 

spokesman Councillor 
Ian Roebuck said: “I un¬ 
derstand the report says 
that underneath most of 
south-east England, 
stretching from The 
Weald in Kent under the 
South Downs through 
Sussex and Hampshire as 
far west as Dorset, there 


is a substantial layer of 
rock of the same charac¬ 
ter as the oil-bearing 
shales which are starting 
to be exploited by “frack¬ 
ing” in other parts of the 
world. 

“Weymouth is at the ex¬ 
treme westerly edge of 
this underlying geology 
and the study suggests 
very clearly that the 
richer and more commer¬ 
cially attractive areas are 
further east towards East 
Sussex and the Weald.

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DANIEL BROOM is co-founder of the Jurassic Fields Music Festival which is to be held in Askers

The 36-year-old AmSafe IT systems manager decided to take up the challenge of organising the 
first such music festival in West Dorset after friends complained about the lack of such an event in 
the area. With more time on his hands having just successfully completed an MSc in Computing 
for Commerce and Industry through Open University, he took up the challenge. 

The not for profit festival that will feature Dodgy, the 1990s Britpop group as the headline act, in 
a feast of music which will also include a comedy stage where Joel Dommett will top the bill as well 
as a whole host of other activities for the family. 


■ THIS appears to be a big project to take on. 
What made you decide to organise this event? 

BRIDPORT has such a rich mix of local music talent 
as well as a big community that supports these local 
performers. 

We regularly go to large music festivals and from 
listening to the locals over the years realised that 
West Dorset and especially Bridport needed a festi¬ 
val that would showcase this local talent but also in¬ 
troduce a number of well known or up and coming 
UK bands that the people of the area might not get 
to see very often. 

■ HAS it been hard to organise? 

AFTER coming up with the idea last August we 
thought this would be quite a straight forward proj¬ 
ect to organise, but almost nine months into the 
project we realise how much time and effort is re¬ 
quired to put on such an event and regularly ques¬ 
tion why we agreed to do it. 

However when this happens we just look at our 
original objectives and goals, and this drives us to 
continue with the relentless amount of work that is 
required on top of our full time jobs. 

I now understand that any event however small re¬ 
quires a great deal of work and planning and I take 
my hat off to anyone who gives their time up to or¬ 
ganise community events such as this. 

■ THESE kinds of events take a lot of organising 
and agreement with local authorities. What is in¬ 
volved? 

ORIGINALLY we didn't have a clue about licensing 
but now I think we are almost experts at it! 

The first job was to understand exactly what was 
required, and West Dorset District Council were very 
helpful in giving advice and providing us with lots 
of useful information. 

There are numerous local authorities that we need 


to ensure we are acting in the correct manner in 
terms of safety and the law. 

This involved meetings with not only WDDC, but 
the police licensing, fire brigade, ambulance service, 
environmental health, Traffic Authority, DCC and 
Bridport Town Council to name a few. 

■ HAVE you encountered any real problems to 
date? 

OUR first choice venue was turned down due to fire 
risks and lack of emergency access which delayed us 
but once Asker Meadows was confirmed, the license 
was submitted in December. 

Notices had to be displayed around the venue for 
28 days allowing local authorities and the public to 
object to our license proposal, and we received one 
public objection that set us back a month before it 
was dropped. 

Despite the granting of the license we are still 
working with the local authorities constantly, and at¬ 
tend local Safety Advisory Group Meetings as well 
as signing up to Pubwatch. 

■ THIS is a community event for all the family to 
enjoy, and you are running it on a not for profit 
basis. How does that work? 

OUR original plan was to have a two day festival, but 
we then revised our thoughts as being perhaps a lit¬ 
tle bold as a first attempt as it was not what we 
wanted to achieve initially. 

The idea then became to keep it simple. With no 
previous known history of what we will achieve in 
attendance or bar sales, I think we have been very 
realistic in our budget, and if we achieve more than 
that it will be a bonus which means we will have 
more money to donate to local music projects and 
charities, and be able to reinvest more into next 
year's event. 



■ WHAT are your objectives? 

MY OBJ ECTIVES have always been to break even but 
I also want people to go away having had a great 
time, listened to some great bands and comedy and 
probably met some new friends along the way. 

If this happens it gives us scope to go away and 
make the festival bigger and better next year and 
will put a massive smile on my face, as I know all the 
hard work would have paid off.

INTERVIEW 


■ YOU have received a lot of support from local 
businesses and individuals who have sponsored 
the festival in various ways. What has been your 
experience when you have approached them and 
what is the general feeling in the town? 

I GENERALLY think there is a buzz around the town 
about the festival. People are excited that something 
new and a bit different is coming to the town and 
they want to be a part of it. 

This makes methinkthatour idea was really worth 
doing, and gives us the drive to push it forward and 
make it a great success. 

We have had so much support, generosity and 
kind words from local businesses as I think they can 
see what we want to achieve and believe it is going 
to be great for the community. 

We are still getting the word out there and have al¬ 
ready had one fundraising event - a Race Night at 
Tanners on Sunday, which was very successful - and 
we have a Duck Race on Whitsun Bank Holiday Sun¬ 
day (May 25th) where we will also be selling tickets. 

■ YOU have a premises licence to run the festival 
annually on the second weekend in July. Do you 
intend to continue organising the event in future 
years? 

Yes indeed, we definitely want to be part of this for 
a long time and hopefully as we have most of the 
policies and procedures in place now, next year's 
event will be a lot easier to organise. 

I am also hoping we can get a volunteer group or 
committee together that can help organise the 
event and take some of the workload off us, as well 
as come up with great ideas for improving the festi¬ 
val.

This year’s event is being organised 
by the Kite Community Group after it 
took over the event from the borough 
council. 

KCG spokesman Michael McManus, 
said: “We are delighted to have the op¬ 
portunity to organise one of Wey¬ 
mouth’s iconic and long standing 
festivals. The newly-formed group has 
been working very hard to complete 
what has been a steep learning curve. 

“The response from many local busi¬ 
nesses has been great with many won¬ 
derful prizes donated for our kite 
festival raffle.

and improve so it can con¬ 
tinue to compete effec¬ 
tively with other nearby 
shopping destinations, a 
report to the meeting said. 

The report added that 
studies also found much 
more could be done to tie 
the built and waterside set¬ 
tings of Weymouth to¬ 
gether which could help 
strengthen Weymouth’s 
reputation not only as a 
shopping destination, but 
also somewhere to com¬ 
bine shopping with more 
leisurely pursuits. 

New development and 
the intensification of exist¬ 
ing uses is needed to do 
this, the After Dark report 
also suggesting improve¬ 
ments to the mix and loca¬ 
tion of leisure uses to 
create a more balanced 
and positive night-time 
economy, but there is also 
a significant risk of town 
centre flooding. 

This could be tackled by 
building a tidal barrier at 
the mouth of the River 
Wey and improvements to 
the harbour walls and Es¬ 
planade. 

Members were told: “To 
provide a defence scheme 
like this is estimated to 
cost in the region of £66 
million. Other options 
may also be explored.” 

The defences may also 
alter the relationship be¬ 
tween the existing built 
environment and the coast 
and inland waterways and 
potentially reclaim parts 
of the inner harbour. Such 
works will require signifi¬ 
cant investment, some of 
which could be generated 
from new investment. 

A town centre master- 
plan will highlight the na¬ 
ture and direction of future 
growth needed bearing in 
mind likely future changes 
and it will provide greater 
certainty on how much 
housing growth the area 


can accommodate. 

The project aim is that 
by early 2015 a strategy 
will be agreed for Wey¬ 
mouth town centre, prior 
to the local plan adoption, 
that will: 

# Clarify a vision for 
the development of the 
town centre over the next 
15 to 20 years 

# Provide a framework 
to accommodate change 
whilst protecting the range 
of heritage and natural as¬ 
sets 

# Encourage a thriving 
and safe town centre for 
living, working and visit¬ 
ing 

# Examine and make 
proposals for improve¬ 
ments to the existing trans¬ 
portation network. 

# Generate income from 
council-owned assets to 
support the town centre re¬ 
generation and council 
services 

# Assist bids for public 
sector external funding 
and to attract private sector 
investments. 

The Masterplan will be a 
catalyst for private sector 
working in partnership 
with the public sector to 
realise the vision to regen¬ 
erate the town centre. 

The borough council will 
look for other sources of 
funding such as grants to 
realise the strategy and 
provide the flexibility to 
capitalise on opportunities. 

The Masterplan once 
produced will be draft 
guidance until the Local 
Plan is formally adopted. 
The Local Plan examina¬ 
tion process has been de¬ 
layed by six months 
following the inspector’s 
comments. All possible 
groups will be consulted as 
part of the wider consulta¬ 
tion. 

The town centre area is 
the most deprived borough 
area in terms of crime and 
disorder, much of it caused 
by anti-social behaviour. 


Work is required on how 
to reduce and avoid creat¬ 
ing friction between differ¬ 
ent types of uses — those 
that create noise and dis¬ 
turbance and residential- 
family-orientated uses, 
including hotels and guest¬ 
houses. More pride in the 
street environment needs 
to be generated. The After 
Dark Strategy focused on 
this issue and provides ad¬ 
vice on possible solutions. 

The outdoor environ¬ 
ment is not always safe 
and pleasant, members 
were told. There are con¬ 
flicts between pedestrians 
and vehicles and potential 
concerns over air quality. 
The right balance between 
allowing vehicle access to 
and parking in the town 
centre with the need to 
promote a safe and pleas¬ 
ant outdoor environment 
will need to be found. 

Some of the potential de¬ 
velopment sites in the 
town centre are on con¬ 
taminated land. The extent 
of contamination is not 
currently known. This 
could either limit develop¬ 
ment potential or increase 
development costs through 
the required mitigation. 

It is hoped that the pro¬ 
posal, once implemented, 
will lead to an increase in 
the level of skills needed 
in the local workforce and 
growth in local employ¬ 
ment and the number of 
businesses. 

Councillor Gill Taylor 
said: “I think this report is 
wonderful. We do need a 
lot more input into this as 
members and so does the 
local community. Some¬ 
how we have to work out 
ways to get the local com¬ 
munity involved. The rest 
of the report is excellent.” 

It sounds great “but we 
have not got the money 
and we have to think out¬ 
side the box”, said Coun¬ 
cillor Hazel Bruce who 
added: “If the town centre 
does flood we can’t have

“Certainly the expecta¬ 
tion is that any applica¬ 
tions for new exploration 
and production licences in 
the near future will be 
well to the east of us, but 
we need to be aware of 
the issues over fracking 
ready for any possible ap¬ 
plications later on for 
Dorset once the extent of 
the reserves and the via¬ 
bility of the technology, 
are more fully estab¬ 
lished. 

“I would urge everyone 


to recognise that the exis¬ 
tence of these reserves is 
even more a reason to 
press forward with the 
move to renewable energy 
resources, rather than to 
squander the huge poten¬ 
tial of this new bounty by 
using it in an unsophisti¬ 
cated way solely to pro¬ 
duce power.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
economic development 
spokesman Councillor Ian 
Munro-Price said: “I think 
the jury is still out on 
fracking and it is too early 


yet to say whether or not 
we should encourage it in 
Weymouth and Portland. 

“Exploration will be 
carried out first where de¬ 
posits are richest and it 
could be several decades 
before Weymouth and 
Portland becomes eco¬ 
nomically viable. 

“By that time we will 
have looked at whether 
fossil fuels are still viable, 
whether alternatives are 
available and whether 
fracking is acceptable for 
Weymouth and Portland.” 


car parking. It will have to 
be boat parking!” 

Councillor Paul Kimber 
said: “Our concerns about 
flooding are not new to 
anybody. We have to work 
out a solution because it is 
too economically impor¬ 
tant to us to ignore. This is 
absolutely the way for¬ 
ward.” 

Environment spokesman 
Councillor Ian Roebuck 
said Weymouth and Port¬ 
land now had a good long 
term relationship with 
the Environment Agency 


and was on a list of its 
long term capital projects 
over the next five to ten 
years. 

He added: “Up to 5,000 
homes in the town centre 
will be at risk from flood¬ 
ing within 20-40 years.” 

Councillor Sandy West 
said: “Weymouth needs 
to move forward now be¬ 
cause we can’t rely on 
bucket and spade trade. If 
we don’t move forward 
then we will just be left as 
a quaint old seaside 
town.”

of sports clubs to take on the management of sports facilities 
from the council. 

The council further agreed to investigate whether its cur¬ 
rent information base on sports facilities can be used to de¬ 
velop a full playing pitch strategy with the assistance of 
Sports England to help with external funding bids for pitch 
improvements. 

Areas of the Marsh could be transferred to community 
management “without ongoing financial support from the 
council” while the council wants the Marsh athletics facility 
to be maintained to enable its use only for training and recre¬ 
ation with any minor improvements taken forward in part¬ 
nership with the athletics club. 


A masterplan for the Marsh will also be developed by the 
council in consultation with key users, strategic partners and 
the community alongside the council’s Green Infrastructure 
Strategy. It will address community safety issues and the po¬ 
tential for a skate park and other facilities such as a BMX 
track or a boxing club to meet young people’s needs. 

One cmcial objective is for the council to facilitate liaison 
meetings between the main clubs using both the Marsh and 
Weymouth Swimming Pool to develop stronger links and 
stimulate collaboration on projects to benefit the site and 
promote greater community use. 

On the pool, the council will investigate by mid-2015 op¬ 
portunities for future management of the centre at a reduced 
cost to the council as well as options for external investment¬ 
funding of improvements to its plant and structure. This will 
help the council make firm decisions on the future of the 


centre before the current operating contract ends in 2017. 

Members also backed the council helping collaboration 
between key harbourside watersports clubs such as Wey¬ 
mouth Sailing Club, Weymouth Rowing Club, the Marine 
Society and Sea Cadets and the Weymouth Outdoor Educa¬ 
tion Centre to help secure improvements to harbourside fa¬ 
cilities. 

Deputy Mayor Councillor Kate Wheller said: “This strat¬ 
egy is really, really good. People need to work together on 
this.” 

Councillor Sandy West said she thought it was “absolutely 
excellent” while Councillor Paul Kimber said Weymouth 
and Portland had facilities which meant “we punch way 
above our weight”. 

And Councillor Jane Hall said: “I was pleased to see that 
community groups are getting involved.” 


SAFETY was the watchword when an 
awareness event was held in New 
Bond Street, Weymouth. 

The day, which was organised jointly 
by Dorset County Council, Dorset Fire 
and Rescue Service and LV=Street- 
wise, appealed to motorists, cyclists 
and walkers to get on together on the 
road and in shared spaces such as cycle 
paths. 

Visitors to stands could test their re¬ 
action times as a motorist, colelct a 
free bicycle bell and relfective bands 
and hear about traffic, pedestrian and 
home safety. 

DFRS education and road safety 
manager Steve Ansell said: “We en¬ 
couraged people to be safer on the 
roads and in the home. 

“We want people to drive sensibly 
and safely and we encouraged pedes¬ 
trians and cyclists to wear bright cloth¬ 
ing and helmets. 

“We also encouraged people to book 


a free home fire safety check which in¬ 
cludes free smoke alarms and free ad¬ 
vice to prevent fires when we will talk 
to them about having a plan to escape 
fire in the event it breaks out in their 
home.” 

DCC principal transport planner 
Adam Bows said: “Today was all 
about raising awareness of using 
shared use cycle paths sensibly. We 
have 40km of cycle path in Weymouth 
and Portland. 

“A lot of people are also deterred 
from riding on roads by fear of traffic 
and there is a course that can help that. 

“We offered one-to-one cycle train¬ 
ing sessions which we promoted at the 
safety day and these have trainers 
teaching people how to ride or get 
back on a bike after a long gap. 

“The three session course costs £5 
for the first one and £10 each for the 
next two.

Event to help elderly

AN event at Weymouth Pavilion on May 15th is 
part of a drive to help people stay active so they 
can live longer independent lives. 

There are hundreds of activity providers in 
Dorset offering a diverse range of activities to suit 
all types of needs. 

The Phoenix Legacy aims to run a series of 
events this year to celebrate and promote these 
to the over 50s, giving them a chance to "try be¬ 
fore they buy".

I BRING you glad tidings from the council that the 
days when it could barely afford a seafront chalet 
for the chief executive are gone. 

Councillors have met to back sweeping new pro¬ 
posals for “commercial investment in income gen¬ 
eration which yields a financially beneficial return 
for the council”.

Must have slipped my mind, but the authority has 
high hopes of success with it and has seconded a 
traffic warden to act as guide starting with the fa¬ 
mous Boot Hill-Asda junction complex where pas¬ 
sengers will be shown the grave of an early motorist 
foolish enough to go when the lights turned green. 

Then it’s on to Westham junction where lunch may 
have to be taken late unless someone in the vast line 
of traffic blocking entry on to the bridge takes pity 
and lets the tour in. 

But the afternoon begins brightly waiting for the 
King Street lights to change where passengers will 
hear how traffic queues used to ooze out of Jubilee 
Sidings on to Radipole Park Drive before a speedier 
three-cars-an-hour exit was built on to Radipole 
Park Drive.

So keep an eye out for the Free Beer Tomorrow ini¬ 
tiative to avoid - or even ensure - disappointment.

HAVING felt the health benefits of an 
innovative community dance project, 
a group of older people will perform 
their own contemporary dance show¬ 
case at Bridport Arts Centre in April. 

Studies have linked regular exercise 
in older age with improving memory 
and possibly protecting against the 
onset of dementia and with groups for 
over 50s in Charmouth and Wareham, 
A Dance A Day, run by Activate Per¬ 
forming Arts supports older people to 
age actively and creatively. 

"A Dance a Day has such a positive 
effect on both physical and mental 
health and well being because it com¬ 
bines exercise with creativity," says Ac¬ 
tivate Dance Producer, Rosalind 
Conlon.

They also create 
dance-based exercises to incorporate 
in their daily lives, such as stretching as 
they open the curtains and creating 
choreography to accompany televi¬ 
sion adverts. This impacts on daily ac¬ 


tivity levels in addition to the weekly 
classes. 

The sessions have clearly unlocked 
new levels of creativity in some partic¬ 
ipants and following previous per¬ 
formances in Bridport and a successful 
contribution to Dance In Time, the 
South West celebration of older peo¬ 
ple's dance, the Charmouth group is to 
create a performance that will act as a 
curtain raiser for the dance double bill 
of The Buttercup and The Crutch at 
Bridport Arts Centre on 26 April. 

"They say we should dance as if no- 
one is watching, but the great thing 
about A Dance a Day is that it gives us 
the confidence to dance knowing 
people will be watching,"says 64-year- 
old Margie Savory, who attends the 
Charmouth group. 

"We're stepping out of the kitchen 
and having a ball - I've been coming 
for three years now and it's the best bit 
of my week!" 

Her fellow participant Liz Smith also 
takes a great deal of confidence from 
A Dance a Day. 

"Having attended Anna's amazing 
class from its outset, I am becoming 
more confident in the idea of perform¬ 
ance and I know that my dance capa¬ 
bilities have widened and improved 
enormously. I really enjoy the oppor¬ 


tunity to attend workshops and the 
challenge of learning new pieces from 
visiting choreographers, and perhaps 
in time the self conscious part of me 
will be overcome by the fun, joy and 
abandonment of dance!" 

Group members will meet choreog¬ 
rapher Karla Shacklockfor a workshop 
where their performance piece will 
take shape. Their own dance artist 
Anna Golding will then work with par¬ 
ticipants to develop the piece to be 
performed at Bridport Arts Centre. 

The theme of mindfulness and well¬ 
being fits well with the dance double 
bill.The Buttercup is a universally res¬ 
onant tale of how we move through 
difficult times, pick ourselves up and 
reach for the light at the end of the 
tunnel; while The Crutch is about an 
intense and unequal relationship of 
need and explores what it means to 
support someone when you're falling 
apart. 

The programme fits into the wider 
Arts and Health agenda to increase 
health and well being in the over 50s. 

"The group ethic is very strong so 
participants in A Dance A Day are 
keeping their minds active as well as 
their bodies, working for and thinking 
about each other all the time," says 
Rosalind. 

"For me dance means friendship, 
free expression, fun, fitness and free¬ 
dom. Dancing with a group develops 
sensitivity, grace and is a great pleas¬ 
ure," says group member Jill Godfrey.

LEXUS revealed its all-new NX at the Beijing 
motor show, a sharply-styled model that 
marks the company's entry into the fast¬ 
growing premium compact crossover mar¬ 
ket.

Following the established Lexus template, 
the range will include a distinctive F Sport 
version, with sportier design and dedicated 
styling elements, including an exclusive ren¬ 


dering of the Lexus spindle grille, a lowered 
front bumper, specific alloy wheel designs, 
sports seats and bespoke interior trims. 

Takeaki Kato, the NX Chief Engineer, said: 
"The NX is a premium crossover, combining 
performance, numerous on-board technolo¬ 
gies and alluring design.

DORCHESTER Cricket Club's new 
chairman Mark Derrien is hoping 
that the club can repeat the feat they 
achieved when he was club captain. 

Derrien, now a Football League 
referee was recently elected chair¬ 
man of the county town club who 
were relegated from the Dorset Fu¬ 
neral Plan Premier Division at the 
end of last season, six seasons after 
returning to the top tier. 

Dorchester were last relegated in 
2004, before Derrien took over the 
captaincy to lead them back to the 
top tier three seasons later before re¬ 
tiring to concentrate on his referee¬ 
ing career. In his absence newly 
elected captain Martin Richards led 
them to the Premier title the follow¬ 


ing year in their first season back. 

"I took on the captaincy the last 
time we were relegated and we re¬ 
built with a crop of good, young 
players which included the current 
captain Dan Belt. 

"The model worked quite well last 
time so hopefully we can perfect and 
learn from that, and go through the 
same sort of stages again and try 
and get some youngsters through 
that are keen to develop and be suc¬ 
cessful. 

There's not a huge point in contin¬ 
uing with the same team following 
relegation. We need to make some 
changes and get some fresh blood in 
if we want to return to the Premier 
League either this season, or if not 


next year." 

Last year the club ran three sides, 
but on several occasions it was diffi¬ 
cult to field 11 players for all three 
teams which had an adverse affect 
on the second team players who are 
on standby to step up to the senior 
side. 

Derrien said: "We were struggling 
to get the interest in three teams last 
year and therefore have dropped the 
third side this season. 

"We also only have one pitch in 
Dorchester which means that the 
third team have to play out of town 
so we have stripped it back, which 
will hopefully make the club much 
more enjoyable to run, and will give 
us more quality, regular teams. 


"We also hope that because we are 
rebuilding it will make Dorchester a 
more attractive proposition to tal¬ 
ented youngsters in the area who 
previously thought it was hard to get 
into the side. With us looking to re¬ 
build, if there are talented youngster 
playing in the local village teams 
they may feel it is an exciting time to 
come to Dorchester. 

"We also have a lot of facilities at 
the club including the best coach in 
the area in Sean Fitzgerald who is a 
Level 3 standard. 

"We also have the best nets, a 
bowling machine and video record 
our bowlers and batsmen, so hope¬ 
fully will we not improve the players 
we have, but will attract a few new 


ones as well who fancy getting into 
the side." 

"I think that having been a former 
first team and second team captain 
before I have a good understanding 
of the issues of integrating new, 
young players with established play¬ 
ers, and I can assure you that selec¬ 
tion will be consistent." 

Pete Tucker, a great coach and 
Dorchester man is doing a great job 
at Charlton Down with the young 
players, and it makes sense that 
when they are 16 or 17years old and 
too good for the lower Dorset 
leagues, to play for Dorchester as 
part of their development; but we 
have found it hard to do with three 
teams. 


"We also have an overseas player 
this season, Eamonn Scott an Aus¬ 
tralian, and that is always good as it 
raises the standard of the club and 
the training sessions and a bit of in¬ 
tensity. 

At the moment we have two blank 
team sheets and I hope we can fill 
them with a combination of experi¬ 
enced and young players." 

Youth training is already under¬ 
way with the Under 9s and Under 
11s on Wednesdays 6pm-7.30pm 
with games on Saturday mornings, 
whilst the Under 13s train on Mon¬ 
days (same time), games are to be 
confirmed.

goes backs to his roots 


Buckler 

BOB Buckler packed his bags last weekend and 
made the journey north to the Quantocks to re¬ 
turn to the roots from which he started; farm¬ 
ing and training horses. 

After five years at Henley and a total of thirty 
one in Dorset, Buckler has decided to stand 
back a bit from National Hunt racing to enable 
him to return to farming, which was where he 
started his career. 

He and his partner Karen Rossiter are leaving 
stables at Higher Peckmoor and moving to a 60 
acre farm at the southern end of the Quantocks 
atSpaxton, seven miles north of Taunton. Head 
lad Giles Scott will be moving as well. 

Before he left he spoke exclusively to View 
Sport: "We will farm beef and sheep and train 
a few horses, around ten to a dozen, which will 
be great from there. The farm wouldn't be a 
suitable place to train 30-35 as we had here at 
Henley, but I'm very happy with that sort of 
number, back in the way that I did at Mel plash 
Court, where I was able to do different things, 
which in a way is much better for the horses. 

"The system here at Henley works well and 
gets horses fit, but I'm sure you can get fit 
equally as well on the Quantocks and the hills. 
We have got an all weather gallop very close 
belonging to Kevin Bishop, but up above us on 
the Quantocks is where the great Les Kennard 
used to train, and he was very successful. 

"So we have loads of facilities and I'm sure 
particularly the type of horses I train; chasers in 
the making; will benefit. It will keep the horses 
sweeter for longer than just going up and 
down the all weather all day. 

"Around Mel plash we took advantage of the 
hills around us, and every day was like going 
hunting because you didn't know what you 
were going to do, and that keeps horses much 
sweeter and happier. 

"I'm also sure the horses have longer careers 
trained like that. A lot of my horses don't ma¬ 
ture until late, but they keep going for quite a 
few years; for example The Sawyer, I Hear 
Thunder and Double Dizzy who raced until rel¬ 
atively old." 

Buckler will not be short of neighbours who 
are trainers, for in addition to Bishop, Philip 
Hobbs and Carl Gray are near by. 


Of the horses currently in training with Buck¬ 
ler all will move to Somerset except Never Says 
Never which owner Richard Hall wants to keep 
local and will therefore stay at Henley with Jack 
Barber who will take over the stables. 

These include established horses such as The 
Happy Warrior, Tinker Time, Somerset Lias 
and Redlynch Rock, as well as the lightly raced 
Ugolin de Beaumont and the as yet unraced 
three-year-olds Say My Name and Hooly 
Bally Diva. 

Buckler will have plenty to keep him busy as 
he also expects to add another youngster he 
has in Ireland and the yearling o f Mizzurka. 

Besides the training opportunities, the other 
advantage is in the location which opens op¬ 
portunities of more race tracks. 

"It's only seven miles to the M3 or A303 via 
Taunton to the south, or similar north to Bridg¬ 
water to pick up the M5 and M4. It will cut 
down travelling time to some current courses, 
but also open other opportunities such as 
Worcester and Stratford." 

Whilst enjoying his time at Henley, Buckler is 
pleased with the move. 

"We all go back to our roots in the end and 
part of my roots is farming, it will be great to 
go back to that. 

"It's been great here. Jeremy Barber has been 
brilliant and Jack will now move in with his 
point-to-pointers, but I hope I can continue to 
train a few more winners."

So close to first winner at new home

day, but Buckler missed it because of the move. 

The six-year-old hit the front after jumping 


the last to move past Be Bop Boru and Bob 
Keown to win by 1 Va and 1 3 A lengths. 

Buckler at home and unable to make it to 
Cheltenham, had to settle for listening to the 
race by a telephone link. 

"It was starting to get exciting and the com¬ 
mentator called him in fifth or sixth place as 
they came down the hill, but then missed his 
name at the next call which suddenly had me 
panicking, thinking something had happened. 
It wasn't until they were between the last two 
hurdles that he mentioned him again as "not 
without a chance", which was a great relief." 

Not only was it Buckler's first day in his new 
home and his first runner, but also the horse's 
maiden win having had two second place fin¬ 
ishes in his previous eight outings.

Buckler said: "He stayed on well at the end, 
but needs to move up to three miles. It was an 
encouraging run who I think will be better on a 
right hand course."
